abou t 2,000 dem onstrators pro­ 
testing 
American 
inv olv ement 
in Vietnam smashed ev ery win­ 
dow in the front of the U.S. con­ 
su late, painted its steps red and 


battled for an hou r with police. 
Back 
borne,

and 
Mrs. Johnson spent the day tou r­ 
ing the H em isFair ex position in 
San Antonio, Tex . In a brief 
speech he observ ed: 
“ A m an who is u ntrained for 
work, or harassed by ill heaith, 
who cannot bu y a decent hou se 
for his family or see his chil­ 
dren well-edu cated, has little in­ 
dependence, despite ou r Fou rth 
of Ju ly rhetoric.” 
On the nation’s highway s the 
death toll climbed slowiy . The 
National Safety Cou ncil has esti­ 


mated that between 7 00 and 8 00 
persons will die in traffic acci­ 
dents before the fou r-day period 
is ov er.

scattered showers in the Sou th­ 
east and parts of the West. 
Two

took a total of fiv e liv es and a 
series of single fatality acci­ 
dents Thu rsday pu shed Ohio’s 
Ju ly fou rth weekend tod to more 
than one-third of the 38 deaths 
predicted for the holiday . 
By mid-morning at least 13 


traffic deaths had been record­ 
ed. 
The national toll of deaths' In 
traffic mou nted steadily today 
as millions of Americans re­ 
tu rned to work after an Inde­ 
pendence Day off and many oth­ 
ers ex tended their holiday ou t­ 
ings into the long weekend. 
The total reached 224 midway 
throu gh the second day of the 
fou r-day holiday . 
Althou gh showers dampened 
parts of the Sou theast and por­ 
tions of the midcontinent, dry 
w eather offered good driv ing 


conditions ov er 
most of the 
cou ntry for the Fou rth of Ju ly 
and today . 
The National Safety Cou ncil 
has estim ated that between 700 
and 8 00 Americans may die in 
motor v ehicle accidents in the 
weekend that began at 6 p.m. 
Wednesday and ends at mid­ 
night Su nday . 
For comparison pu rposes, The 
Associated Press made a su rv ey 
of traffic deaths du ring a non-

length and cou nted 5 5 3 fatali­ 
ties. The weekend su rv ey ed ran

The 
only su rv iv or was an 11-y car-old 
girl who clu ng to the ov ertu rned 
boat u ntil rescu ed.

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Report Egypt Would Accept n r n 
U.N. Peace Force Again 
Evade Red Missiles

Senior diplomats say Egy pt 
has offered to take back a Unit­ 
ed Nations peacekeeping force 
on its soil as part of an Arab-Is- 
raeli settlement, bu t meanwhile 
a boost in Egy ptian military 
spending was reported in Cairo. 
Diplomats in London said the 
readiness of Egy ptian President 
Gamal Abdel N asser to restore 
a U.N. peace force u nder some 
gu aranteed form of tenu re has 
been conv ey ed to the mission of 
U.N. env oy Gu nnar Jarring. 
It was deemed a hopefu l de­ 
v elopment becau se N asser’s ex ­ 
pu lsion of U.N. troops was a 
m ajor factor in the train of 
ev ents that led to the six -day 
Middle E ast war of Ju ne 1967. 
Efforts toward a settlem ent 
hav e been sty mied by Israel’s 
refu sal to giv e back captu red 
Arab lands withou t direct nego­ 
tiations with the Arabs, and the 
A rabs’ refu sal to m eet face-to- 
face with the Israelis. The Unit­ 
ed Nations has called for Israel 
to withdraw from captu red te r­ 
ritory ' and for the Arabs to end 
their belligerency toward Israel. 
Foreign 
Secretary 
Michael 
Stewart told newsmen Thu rsday 
prospects for progress in the 
Middle E ast seem better. 
One 
encou raging 
dev elop­ 
ment, he said, was a statem ent 
attribu ted to Egy ptian Foreign 
Minister Mahmou d 
Riad that 
“ we recognize realities and Is­ 
rael is one of them . Now we 
w ant peace.” 
Bu t the Egy ptian gov ernment, 
in 
annou ncing 
a 
$4.6 -billion 
bu dget Thu rsday , said it was 


geared mainly to “ sacrifices to 
enhance 
m ilitary 
ex penditu re 
and to liberate Arab lands occu ­ 
pied by Israel.” 
No defense figu res w ere dis­ 
closed, bu t semiofficial sou rces 
said this y ear’s defense appro­ 
priation is the highest in Egy p­ 
tian history .

consolidate the arm ed forces 
and popu lar resistance against

N asser conferred for the sec­ 
ond day today with Sov iet lead­ 
ers in Moscow, and observ ers 
said that the v isit cou ld prov ide 
a chance for Egy pt and its So­ 
v iet patron to weigh any new ef­ 
forts to end the Middle E ast 
stalem ate.

for more stu dies. 
“ Since Dr. 
Foster got the 
problem, he has m ade fou r or 
fiv e stu dies . . . what the nex t 
delav ing tactic will be I simply 
don’t know,” Rickov er said. 
Foster, in a later appearance 
before the su bcommittee, said 
lie su pported the effort to lower 
su bmarine

a-kind v essel. 
He said the qu ieter wou jd 
cost far more than the 8 5 mil 
lion estimated for the latest 
Stu rceon class su bm arine anc 
that wou ld be pretty ex pensiv e 
research.

BATLANTA, Ga. (A P) — Gov . 
Lester Maddox ordered 
state 
troopers 
du ring 
the 
fu neral 
m arch for Dr. M artin Lu ther 
King Jr. to “ shoot them down 
and stack them u p,” if m arch­ 
ers attem pted to enter Geor­ 
gia’s capitol bu ilding, according 
to a ju st-pu blished biography of 
Maddox . 
The book is entitled “ The Rid­ 
dle of Lester Maddox .” It was 
written by Bru ce Galphin, an 
editorial associate for the Atlan­ 
ta Constitu tion, and pu blished 
by Camelot Pu blishing Co. of 
Atlanta. 
According to the book, Mad­ 
dox issu ed the order to approx i­ 
mately 200 arm ed troopers and 
other law enforcem ent officers 
who 
patrolled 
the 
capitol 
grou nds and corridors du ring 
the m assiv e m arch of mou rn­ 
ing. 
The estim ated 200,000 m arch­ 
ers passed directly in front of 
Lie capitol, which Maddox had 
refu sed to close. 
Maddox , qu estioned abou t the 
pu blished report, acknowledged 
that he issu ed an order to pre­ 
v ent m archers from 
entering 
the capitol and said he “ cou id 
hav e” u sed the langu age attrib­ 
u ted to him in the book. 
The gov ernor said he had re ­ 
ceiv ed information that an at­ 
tem pt wou ld be m ade to storm 
the capitol bu ilding du ring the 
m arch, and that he had giv en 
the order as a precau tion. 
Maddox denied, howev er, that 
he threatened to bring state 
forces into Atlanta to protect hi» 
Pickrick fu rnitu re store against 
a possible fire bomb attack aft­ 
er the m u rder of King. 
Galphin say s i¡n his book that 
Maddox 
told 
Atlanta 
May or 
Iv an Allen Jr. the store had 
been threatened, and if the city 
did not prov ide protection state 
forces wou ld “ stack ’em u p like 
cord wood.” 
The gov ernor said lie did not 
say that. He said he did receiv e 
threats abou t the store, and re 
ported them to the city in the 
u su al m anner. 
“ The Riddle of Lester Mad­ 
dox ” is described by its pu blish­ 
ers as an u nau thorized biogra 
phy . The au thor reports in the 
foreward that both Maddox and 
his wife declined to be inter 
v iewed for the book.

Tlie firebombing occu rred as 
the crowd split in two direc­ 
tions, ty ing u p traffic for sev er­ 
al blocks. 
Glass littered the streets in 
the areas as some of the y ou ths 
in the crowd swu ng boards at 
the headlights and windows of 
the cars.

hou ses in the area were broken. 
A spokesman at General Hos- 
oital said 13 persons were treat­ 
ed for minor inju ries.

It was 
w ritten by Bruce Galphin, an 
editorial associate for the Atlan­ 
ta Constitution, and published 
by Camelot Publishing Co. of 
Atlanta. 
According to the book, Mad­ 
dox issued the order to approxi­ 
m ately 200 arm ed troopers and 
other law enforcement officers 
who 
patrolled

capitol 
grounds and corridors during 
the massive m arch of m ourn­ 
ing. 
The estim ated 200,000 m arch­ 
ers passed directly in front of 
Lie capitol, which Maddox had 
refused to close. 
Maddox, questioned about tile 
published report, acknowledged 
that he issued an order to pre­ 
vent m archers from entering 
the capitol and said he “ comd 
have” used the language attrib­ 
uted to him in the book. 
The governor said he had re­ 
ceived information that an at­ 
tem pt would be m ade to storm 
the capitol building during the 
m arch, and that he had given 
the order as a precaution. 
Maddox denied, however, that 
he threatened to bring state

THE PROPHET STANDS FIRM IN THE FACE OF 
PERSECUTION AND SUFFERING 


Scrip turc—J ercm k ih 38, 39.

TODAY we begin a new quar­ 
ter o f lesso n« dealing with the 
final perio d o f Old Testament 
histo ry , the Ex ile and Resto ra­ 
tio n. We shall briefly rev iew 
tho se ev ents climax ed by the 
do wnfall o f the So uthern King­ 
do m. This was fo llo wed by the 
Ex ile and ultimate Resto ratio n 
o f J erusalem under Ezra and 
Nehemiah. 
The destructio n o f the king­ 
do m o f J udah and the Ex ile o f 
its peo ple co nstitutes o ne o f the 
great turning po ints in Hebrew 
histo ry . Befo re the Ex ile the 
Hebrew peo ple were frequently 
in rebellio n against Go d, falling 
easily into the practices and 
v ices o f ido latry . Carried o ff 
captiv e in 58 6 B.C., the Hebrews 
returned 7 0 y ears later to fo und 
a new po litical, eco no mic, and 
religio us o rder sho rn o f mo st o f 
the v ices which had plagued the 
peo ple in the past. 
Fro m the first J eremiah had 
said that J erusalem wo uld be 
destro y ed by the enemies o f 
J udah, 
unless 
Go d's 
peo ple 
turned fro m their ido latry and 
immo rality , repented o f their 
sins and so ught Go d’s mercy . 
Such a message was unwelco me 


any thing but happy with the 
state o f affairs. His peo ple and 
his reign were in J eo pardy and 
he was well aware o f the fates 
o f his predecesso rs. He knew 
J eremiah had so mething to say 
to him and was determined to 
hear it. 
Already a priso ner, J eremiah 
knew thut whatev er he said 
co uld be held against him. He 
info rmed the king that if he 
spo ke as a pro phet, the king 
wo uld hav e him killed; that if 
he gav e him co unsel, the king 
wo uld no t listen. Zedekiah re­ 
assured J eremiah and ga' e him 
his wo rd that he wo uld no t be 
deliv ered into the hands o f tho se 
who desired his death. Then 
J eremiah spo ke. 
Tho ugh the city was do o med, 
it was no t y et destro y ed. If the 
king tries to defend the city o r 
to escape to Egy pt, he will be 
destro y ed. In o rder to liv e and 
to sav e the city fro m to tal de­ 
structio n, Zedekiah must sur­ 
render to the king o f Baby lo n. 
Otherwise the ro y al family , the 
king, his w i\cs and children, 
wo uld be seized as captiv es and 
the city burned. 
Befo re he left the king, J ere­ 
miah gav e Zedekiah his wo rd

o f J udah by the Egy ptians were 
killed o r captured and replaced 
by the Baby lo nians. J eremiah 
saw no ho pe fo r his co untry in 
tho se chao tic day s and adv ised 
his peo ple to submit to the ene­ 
my . This made him ev en mo re 
unpo pular and an appeal fo r his 
ex ecutio n was made to the king, 
Zedekiah. who had been placed 
o n the thro ne o f J udah by the 
Baby lo nians. 
Unwilling to kill the pro phet, 
Zedekiah co mpro mised by hav ­ 
ing him thro wn into the dun­ 
geo n o f Malchijah, where he 
wo uld hav e starv ed to death had 
he no t been released by Ebed- 
Melech, an Ethio pian slav e in 
the king's ho use. 
Hearing o f J eremiah’s impris­ 
o nment, Ebed - Melech pleaded 
with the king fo r his release. 
The king agreed, o rdering Ebed- 
Melech to take o thers with him 
to aid in the rescue. 


that he wo uld say no thing to 
any o ne o f what he had said. 
When he was interro gated by 
the princes, J eremiah to ld o nly 
a part o f what had taken place. 
J eremiah’s pro phecy was o v ­ 
erwhelmingly 
fulfilled. 
Nebu­ 
chadnezzar and his army be­ 
sieged the city . After eighteen 
mo nths the city fell. When it 
dawned upo n the king that the 
ho ur fo r the city ’s destructio n 
had arriv ed, Zedekiah fled the 
city , co ntrary to the clear warn­ 
ing o f the pro phet. He was 
seized, blinded and taken in 
chains to Baby lo n. His so ns and 
the no bles o f J udah were slain; 
the city w’as burned and its 
walls destro y ed. And the peo ple 
were carried into ex ile. Only the 
po o rest peo ple, the ill and the 
elderly were left in J erusalem. 
J eremiah, freed fro m priso n by 
Nebuchadnezzar, elected to re­ 
main in J erusalem with them. 
The final paragraph o f o ur 
lesso n pro perly belo ngs after 
38:13.

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Jeremiah’s Prophecy Fulfilled 


THE PROPHET STANDS FIRM IN THE FACE OF 
PERSECUTION AND SUFFERING 


Scripture—Jeremiah 38, 39. 


By K. H. RAMSEY 
TODAY we begin a new quar­ 
ter of lessons dealing with. the 
final period of Old Testament 
history, the Exile and Restora­ 
tion. We shall briefly review 
those events climaxed by the 
downfall of the Southern King­ 
dom. This was followed by the 
Exile and ultimate Restoration 
of Jerusalem under Ezra and 
Nehemiah. 
The destruction of the king­ 
dom of Judah and the Exile of 
its people constitutes one of the 
great turning points in Hebrew 
history. Before the Exile the 
Hebrew people were frequently 
in rebellion against God, falling 
easily into the practices and 
vices of idolatry. Carried off 
captive in 586 B.C., the Hebrews 
returned 70 years later to found 
a new political, economic, and 
religious order shorn of most of 
the vices which had plagued the 
people in the past. 
From the first Jeremiah had 
said that Jerusalem would be 
destroyed by the enemies of 
Judah, 
unless 
God’s 
people 
turned from their idolatry and 
immorality, repented of their 
sins and sought God’s mercy. 
Such a message was unwelcome 


anything but happy with the 
state of affairs. His people and 
his reign were in jeopardy and 
he was well aware of the fates 
of his predecessors. He knew 
Jeremiah had something to say 
to him and was determined to 
hear it. 
Already a prisoner, Jerem iah 
knew that whatever he said 
could be held against him. He 
informed the king that if he 
spoke as a prophet, the king 
would have him killed; th at if 
he gave him counsel, the king 
would not listen. Zedekiah re ­ 
assured Jeremiah and gave him 
his word that he would not be 
delivered into the hands of those 
who desired his death. Then 
Jeremiah spoke. 
Though the city was doomed, 
it was not yet destroyed. If the 
king tries to defend the city or 
to escape to Egypt, he will be 
destroyed. In order to live and 
to save the city from total de­ 
struction, Zedekiah m ust sur­ 
render to the king of Babylon. 
Otherwise the royal family, the 
king, his w i\es and children, 
would be seized as captives and 
the city burned. 
Before he left the king, Jere­ 
miah gave Zedekiah his word

in times of peace, and even 
more so in the last days of 
Jerusalem. For more than twen­ 
ty years the country had been 
pawed at and fought over by 
the Egyptians and the Babylo­ 
nians. Rulers put on the throne 
of Judah by the Egyptians were 
killed or captured and replaced 
by the Babylonians. Jeremiah 
saw no hope for his country in 
those chaotic days and advised 
his people to submit to the ene­ 
my. This made him even more 
unpopular and an appeal for his 
execution was made to the king, 
Zedekiah, who had been placed 
on the throne of Judah by the 
Babylonians. 
Unwilling to kill the prophet, 
Zedekiah compromised by hav­ 
ing him thrown into the dun­ 
geon of Malchijah, where he 
would have starved to death had 
he not been released by Ebed- 
Melech, an Ethiopian slave in 
the king’s house. 
Hearing of Jerem iah’s impris­ 
onment, Ebed - Melech pleaded 
w ith the king for his release. 
The king agreed, ordering Ebed- 
Melech to take others with him 
to aid in the rescue. 
A fter 
Jerem iah 
had 
been 


that he would say nothing to 
anyone of w'hat he had said. 
When he was interrogated by 
the princes, Jeremiah told only 
a part of w hat had taken place. 
Jerem iah’s prophecy was ov­ 
erwhelmingly 
fulfilled. 
Nebu­ 
chadnezzar and his arm y be­ 
sieged the city. After eighteen 
months the city fell. When it 
dawned upon the king that the 
hour for the city’s destruction 
had arrived, Zedekiah fled the 
city, contrary to the clear w arn­ 
ing of the prophet. He was 
seized, blinded and taken in 
chains to Babylon. His sons and 
the nobles of Judah were slain; 
the city w'as burned and its 
walls destroyed. And the people 
were carried into exile. Only the 
poorest people, the ill and the 
elderly were left in Jerusalem. 
Jeremiah, freed from prison by 
Nebuchadnezzar, elected to re­ 
main in Jerusalem with them. 
The final paragraph of our 
lesson properly belongs after 
38:13. 
For Ebed-Melech,

geon, there is God’s promise

foodstuffs produced in the world , on ly 
11 support the g reat preponderance of 
the population. There are man y areas, 
particularly in Asia, Africa and South 
America, in which the bulk of the d iet 
is prov ided by one or two in d igen ous 
crops, obv iating the necessity of im­ 
porting foods ex cept for the palates of 
the wealthier. 
Almost ev ery nationality differs in its 
culinary taste and sx ills, but the basic 
ing redients almost alway s come from 
the same storehouse. Rice and wheat 
are the two most univ ersal crops. It 
is difficult to find any seg ment of the 
earth in which people do not rely on 
one or the other. 
Corn and potatoes are nex t in lin e 
of popularity , althoug h more limited in 


av ailability than wheat or rice. Pota­ 
toes are not as easily ex ported as the 
g rains because of their bulk and tem­ 
perature requirements, and thus are 
larg ely limited to consumption on na­ 
tiv e soil. Much com is transformed into 
meat. 
Adv anced ag ricultural countries like 
the United States and Canada enjoy 
all 11 staples. The other sev en are 
sug ar, cassav a, coconut, banana, ry e, 
beans and peas. Tapioca is deriv ed 
from cassav a. 
North Americans also enjoy many 
rarer and more tantalizing delicacies. 
But ev en here wheat is the primary 
source of subsistence, just as combined 
with rice it feeds 80 percent of the 
rest of the world. And there is no 
shortage of wheat in sig ht. 
According to Boyle

foodstuffs produced in the world, only 
l l support the great preponderance of 
the population. There are many areas, 
particularly in Asia, Africa and South 
Am erica, in which the bulk of the diet 
is provided by one or two indigenous 
crops, obviating the necessity of im­ 
porting foods except for the palates of 
the wealthier. 
Almost every nationality differs in its 
culinary taste and skills, but the basic 
ingredients alm ost always come from 
the sam e storehouse. Rice and wheat 
are the two m ost universal crops. It 
is difficult to find any segm ent of the 
earth in which people do not rely on 
one or the other. 
Corn and potatoes are next in line 
of popularity, although more limited in 


availability than wheat or rice. Pota­ 
toes are not as easily exported as the 
grains because of their bulk and tem ­ 
perature requirements, and thus are 
largely lim ited to consumption on na­ 
tive soil. Much com is transformed into 
meat. 
Advanced agricultural countries iike 
the United States and Canada enjoy 
all l l staples. The other seven are 
sugar, cassava, coconut, banana, rye, 
beans and peas. Tapioca is derived 
from cassava. 
North Am ericans also enjoy many 
rarer and more tantalizing delicacies. 
But even here wheat is the primary 
source of subsistence, just as combined 
with rice it feeds 80 percent of the 
rest of the world. And there is no 
shortage of wheat in sight.

On Jews 


BONN, 
Germany 
(AP) 
— 
West German Chancellor Kurt 
Georg Kiesinger say s he felt 
“something not q uite right” was 
happening to the Jews in Nazi 
Germany near the end of World 
War II. 
“ But it was not until after the 
w ar that I got to know about the 
whole magnitude of his opera­ 
tion,” he former deputy head of 
the radio propaganda depart­ 
ment in the Third Reich Foreign 
Ministry told a war crimes trial 
judge Thursday . 
Kiesinger said at first he had 
discounted allied charges about 
Nazi 
mass 
extermination 
of 
Jews as “nothing but atrocity 
propaganda.” 
“ It was simply inconceivable 
to me that such terrible things 
were happening,” he said. 
Kiesinger was summoned as a 
w itness in the trial of two Third 
Reich diplomats, Adolf Beckerle 
and Fritz Gebhard von Hahn. It 
was the first time a West Ger­ 
man government chief had ap­ 
peared before a trial court, and 
the court came specially from 
Frankfurt to take his testimony . 
Beckorle, 
Hitler’s onetime 
ambassador 
to 
Bulgaria, 
is 
charged with the deportation 
and assistance in the murder of 
11,343 Jews. Von Hahn, his for­ 
mer assisant, is accused of 
complicity .

“ But it was not until after the 
w ar that I got to know about the 
whole magnitude of his opera­ 
tion,” he former deputy head of 
the radio propaganda depart­ 
m ent in the Third Reich Foreign 
Ministry told a w ar crim es trial 
judge Thursday. 
Kiesinger said at first he had 
discounted allied charges about 
Nazi 
mass 
extermination 
of 
Jews as “ nothing but atrocity 
propaganda.” 
“ It was simply inconceivable 
to me that such terrible things 
were happening,” he said. 
Kiesinger wras summoned as a 
w itness in the trial of two Third 
Reich diplomats, Adolf Beckerle 
and Fritz Gebhard von Hahn. It 
was the first time a West Ger­ 
man government chief had ap­ 
peared before a trial court, and 
the court came specially from 
Frankfurt to take his testimony.

An atom 
couldn’t begin to reflect any­ 
thing as big as a light wave. 
They are parts of atoms— 
they are the energetic parti­ 
cles which whirl around the nu­ 
cleus of an atom. An atom can 
reflect a beam of electrons and 
of so, theoretically, should be pho- 
1 tographable by cameras sensi 
tive to electrons instead of light. 
Electron microscopes haven’t 
yet been able to photograph an 
atom,

stains used to provide contrast 
between various structures in a 
molecule also cause distortion. 
The stain spreads among the at­ 
oms, blocking too many of the 
electrons and making the image 
fuzzy. If no stain were used, the 
true structure or at least the 
shape of the atom should be­ 
come apparent. 
Some of the best electron im­ 


ages made so far are of genes, 
long strings of deoxyribonucleic 
acid, DNA, in the nucleus of 
cells and viruses. These strings 
are believed to be entwined in 
double-spiral form in living tis­ 
sue but in laboratory tests they 
flatten out like chains of beads 
tossed on a dresser top. 
The beads in the chain are be­ 
lieved to be atoms strung to-

gether in a coded sequence, or 
biological blueprint, which de­ 
termines what functions each 
cell performs. The exact pattern 
of atoms along the chain has 
never been determined but Na­ 
than hopes he can find a way to 
do just that with images sharp 
enough to show each single 
atom. 
Eventually this would help 
scientists trying to string atoms 
together artificially in such a 
way that they can direct the 
function of cells and thus con­ 
trol what a man will be and 
what his offspring will be. 
“That’s quite a way down­ 
stream, however,” Nathan says. 
“ Much sooner than that, I think, 
will come an ability to control 
disease and aging. That’s how I 
got into this research, through 
an interest in aging. Certainly 
the secret of disease and aging 
must lie in the individual cell 
and how well it functions, and a 
better look at the DNA which 
controls the cell will help.” 
He knows a great deal about 
computers, an interest he devel­ 
oped in trying to improve pic­ 
tures

Nathan saw that unwanted 
“noise”—the 
scientists’ 
word 
for static—was mingling with 
the signals from the spacecraft 
and distorting their pictures. He 
developed an intricate process 
using a computer to filter out 
the static. 


Here’s how it works: 
Signals from spacecraft cam­ 
eras come in as numbers, with 
low numbers representing light 
shades of gray and higher num­ 
bers standing for darker shades 
of gray. 
Nathan stores these numbers 
in sequence on magnetic tape 
and feeds the tape into a com­ 
puter. Then he instructs the 
computer to pick out streaks of 
dots which don’t seem to belong 
in the picture and to raise or 
lower the dots’ numbers to a 
shade which does seem to be­ 
long. This filters out the noise 
and the pictures become sharp­ 
er. 
In taking pictures of atoms, 
Nathan will tell the computer to 
be even more precise and to 


amplify or reduce the delicate 
variations in shadings that dis­ 
tinguish one atom from another.
